Singe $2.500,000 Ilobbery 


With Charles Loerber, a run-of- 


minc crook, they planned and pulled 
off 
the greatest postoffice robbery 


every perpetrated — got way clean with 
loot of $2,500,000 in bonds and other 
valuables. 


Despite this huge haul, the trio 


was tempted to pull off, only a few 
weeks later, at Buffalo, N. Y., a rail- 
way 
express; robbery of $70,000 in 


money orders, even harder to cash 
in on tlmn tlif numbered bonds.

Borah Quits Silver Meet 


WASHINGTG-N—(/P)—A meeting be- 


tween Secretary Morgc-nth.au and 'Sen- 
ale silverilcs Wednesday to draft pro- 
posed silver legislation revealed con- 
flicting ideas on language of Die pro- 
posed measure and before the discus- 
sion was over, Senator Borah, Repub- 
lican, Idaho, withdrew. 


Borah said a tentative measure of-'' 


fcred, npparcnlly a draft by Secretary 
Morgcnthau, was "entirely permissive 
in character and I'm not interested in 
it at all."

24 for carrying mail and- passengers 
through the Southeast from New York 
or Washington to Fort Worth. 
The 


bidders were authorized to submit al- 
ternate proposals, one with New York 
as the terminus and the other with 
Washington as the Northern stop. 


The proposed route would connect 


with the Clcveland-Nnshvillo line and 
the Chicago-Atlanta line 
at 
Nash- 


ville. 


Slopping places on the now air route 


would be Chnrlottesville, Lynchburg, 
Doanokc and Bristol, Va.; Knoxville, 
Nashvjllf! and Memphis, Tenn., Little 
Rock and Tcxarkana. Ark., and Dai- 
law, Texas. Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia also would be included if the 
line went ;ill the way into New York 
instead of .stopping at Washington.

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Englishman Puts New Light ou the 


"King of Beasts1'

The lion is not the jungle gangster 


that .the big game hunters say he is 
On the contrary, he's a friendly anc 
playful soul, who will let you photo- 
graph him, scratch his chin, pat his 
back or do anything else you please— 
so long as you don't make him mad 
Properly cared for, he makes a fine 
pet. 


So says Eric F. V. Wells, an Eng- 


lish resident of South 
Africa, in 


"Lions, Wild and Friendly," which is 
an^ unusual and entertaining book. 


Mr. Wells lives in the lion country, 


and lions are his hobby. He goes out. 
unarmed, with his wife, to 
photo- 


; graph them on the veldt. He gets to 
within 10 feet of them, overand over 
again, takes all the pictures he pleases, 
sometimes even touches them—and 
they never make a pass at him. 


Furthermore, he has raised no few- 


er'than 33 lions from cubs to matur- 
ity, on 'his farm. At night he locks 
them up, but by day they have the 
run of the place. They're as friendly 
and as tame as so many dogs. 


Because they're so big and strong 


,yo uhaveto be a bit careful, he says; 
when a 500-pound lion jumps upon 
you, dog-like, to lick your face you're 
due to take a spill. 


But he. has never had the least 


trouble; his children play with lions 
as they would with dogs; he takes, his 
afternoon tea on the lawn and shares 
his sandwiches with the lions, is per- 
fectly happy. 


All this makes a surprising and an 


interesting book. It is illustrated with 
a series of exceptionally good photo- 
graphs of lions. 


Published by Viking, it sells for $2.50. 


Here's a Man Who Loses All Touch 


With Real World 


In "The Dreamer," Julian Green 


has written another of his dark, mel- 
ancholy, 
and 
exquisitely 
phrased 


studies of the outer edges of mad- 
ness. 


Perhaps "madness" is too strong a 


word; yet we have not, so far, found 
a better one for that queer, tortured 
mental state in which a man seeks 
refuge from reality by fleeing to the 


• world of illusion, and winds up by 
finding the illusion more real than 
reality itself. 


This novel deals with a provincial 


French family; a strait-lac^d and ty- 
rannical widow, her shy adolscent 
daughter, and her nephew, a frail and 
ugly chap who slaves his life out in 
underpaid drudgery as clerk in a 
bookstore and who is not able to find 
anywhere the love and sympathy that 
he needs.

Marion Tuesday for the forty-fourth 
annual two-day session, voiced a feel- 
ing of optimism which was in marked 
contniM to sentiment 
prevailing at 


similar meetings in recent years. 


Harvey C. Couch of Pine Bluff, » 


director'of the RFC, who spoke at the 
mc.rning session, said "there probably 
never has been a time in the history 
cf our country when it (the banking 
ftructure^ was sounder, stronger or 
more liquid." 


"The economic progress and indus- 


trial expansion of our country de- 
pends not upon government super- 
vision but upon the skill and inge- 
nuity of private citizens," he said. 


President Thomas 
C. McRae Jr.. 


president of the Bank of Prescutt and 
president of the association reviewed 
developments in banking .since last 
year, praising the action and leader- 
ship of President Roosevelt. 


"We do not all agree that the bank- 


ing, act of 19:):! as passed is sound as 
a permanent act, but it is generally 
agreed by bankers that this law has 
done more to re-establish banking on 
a sound basis than any banking law 
p.a.'scd since the Federal Reserve Act 
ilr-i.'lf." Mr. McRae said. 


"As bankers we ask only a fair and 


just public opinion and when we ob- 
tain a favorite recognition of our abil- 
ity and integrity, it is sufficient re- 
ward for our efforts." 


Mr. McRae recomended adoption of 


a uniform schedule of fair .service 
charges, and said that, with the gov- 
ernment engaging in as many forms 
cf banking as it is, it is necessary for 
the banks to pay strict attention to 
earning a fair profit. 


"For many years I have felt that 


public funds were dangerous deposits 
lor bank.'-," ho said. "Public funds 
should be placed on the same basis 
a: other deposits; no interest should 
be paid and no securities pledged or 
security given for their safekeeping. 
If security is given it should be in 
the fcrm of a surety bond. 


"Fewer banks failed during the first 


quariCM- of this year than in any sim- 
ilar period over the past 13 years." 


Mr. McRae said that the Federal Re- 


serve Act should be liberalized to 
admit all state banks as members. He 
said that the postal savings law should 
be repealed, since all deposits up to 
Si,5UO in amount are protected by fed- 
eral 
insurance.

A survey among thousands of mo- 


torists throughout the United Stoics 
has revealed that loduy, only a few 
months after Amcritm cars first offer- 
ed independent front wheel suspen- 
sion, a majority of the drivers inter- 
rogated accept knee 
action 
without 


question; most of the remaining mo- 
torists interviewed say they are quite 
open-minded ns to its advantages; a 
comparative few doubt the value of 
the new springing. 


Interest in knee action is keen, and 


the average American, who wants to 
know the whys of any marked depar- 
ture from the conventional, is eagerly 
seeking information about it.

No Euro- 
ponn car Hint has adopter! front wheel 
suspension has ever reverted to the 
old system. 


"Is it as strong as (he conventional 


construction'.'"—In 
the conventional 


onstruction, 
the 
front 
wheel 
is 


mounted on a spindle attached to the 
front axle by the king pin. We at- 
tach the knee action unit itself to the 
chassis frame by the same type of 
king pin, and the wheel is mounted 
on the same type of spindle, attached 
to a tremendously strong-drop-forg-xl 
support arm, and is further braced by 


drop-forged radiu.s rod. Every link 


in the knee action assembly 
is 
as 


strong as (or even stronger than) the 
strongest link in the conventional dc- 
iign. 


"Why arc two different types used

logy. To turn the slooring wheel would 
require too much energy, or would 
require a steering gear ratio so low as 
to bo unresponsive and unsafe. 


"How about lubrication?"—Knee ac- 


tion unit's 'of the enclosed-in-oil type 
have no more lubrication fittings than 
the previous design. The housing is 
filled with shock-absorber fluid, not 
subject to thickening in cold weather. 
Moreover, the packing that retains the 
fluid is not under pressure, and is no 
more subjet to leakage than the pack- 
ing in conventional hydraulic shock 
absorbers, which employ exactly the 
same construction. 


"Will wheels maintain their align- 


ment?"—Knee action wheels won't 
lose alignment any more readily than 
the wheels of conventional front axle 
springing, and the new design elimi- 
nates one frequent cause of this trou- 
ble—that is, a bent axle. As in any 
other design, knee action wheels may 
get out of line through neglect, abuse 
or accident. A severe blow against a 
curb, ;i colision that bends the steer- 
ing tip rod, worn king pin bearings, 
etc., will affect wheel alignment in 
any type of construction. 
County Agent Is 


Government Man 


State and Federal Depart- 


ments Pay Half His 


Salary 


The county agricultural agent is the 


direct representative of the U. S. De- 
partment of Agricultural and the Col- 
lege of Agriculture of the University 
of Arkansas. 


The U. S. Department of Agriculture 


is a punblic supported agency, deal- 
ing with the scientific and research 
phases of crop production, consump- 
tion, and marketing. It is composed of 
different bureaus, such as soils, an- 
imal industry, plant industry, chemis- 
try, agricultural economics, etc. It is 
a fact finding and fact distributing in- 
stitution. It has an up-to-date know- 
ledge of supply and demand, carry- 
overs, etc., and is able to suggest in- 
creased or decreased production of 
commodities as the conditions war- 
rant. 


It issues agricultural and monthly 


crop reports and monthly publications 
such as the Agricultural 
Situation, 


Monthly Crop and Market Reports, 
Foreign Market News, National Out- 
look Reports, and employs thousands 
of men to dc research work and com- 
pile agricultural data of the State Ex- 
periment 
Stations. 
It 
distributes 


thousands of bulletins and gives its 
employes the use of the frank for dis- 
tributing information. 


The College of Agriculture of the 


University of Arkansas does the same 
character of work as the federal gov- 


ernment except on • more limited 
scale. The college has four experi- 
ment stations, one for fruit and live- 
stock at Fayetleville, one for rice at 
Stuttgart, one for cotton a Marlanna, 
and one for ruck and small fruits at 
Hope. U maintains a department of 
rural economics and sociology which 
studies economic and 
sociological 


problems, such as freight and interest 
rates, methods 
of 
production 
and 


marketing, production costs, etc. 


In addition to maintaining adminis- 


trative and supervisory agents, the 
Extension Service of the College of 
Agricullure maintains specialists in 
agronomy, livestock, poultry, horti- 
culture, and marketing. 


The county agent is merely 
the 


mouth-piece of these two institutions, 
employed jointly by them to bring to 
farm people all that they have to give 
bearing on a betler agriculture. 
The 


county agent, therefore, is sort of a 
broadcasting station for the state and 
federal governments. 
The specialist 


teaches the county agent what to teach 
and the county agent is the person 
who deals with the public. He is the 
man who knows where to get informa- 
tion for the farmer if he does not 
have it himself. 


The state and federal governments 


combined pay about half of the sal- 
ary and expenses of a county agent, 
provided the county pays the other 
half. The county agent must be a 
farm-reared man with a college edu- 
cation obtained from a standard A. & 
M. college. .He teaches by and trough 
demonstrations, 
circulars, 
bulletins, 


farm tours, meetings, and through 
publicity given through county and 
stale papers and agricultural journals. 
He not only gives information but 


collects Information' from 
the' best | 


farmers and passes it on to other 
farmers who can use it to advantage. 


In addition to the foregoing, the 


county agent has been designated by 
the Secretary of Agriculture to rep- 
resent him in the county on all of 
the Agricultural 
Adjustment 
pro- 


grams dealing with curtailed produc- 
tion. This is a new and added re- 
sponsibility to the already heavy load 
carried by the county agent. He has 
met the new responsibility by calling 
on local people for assistance. Many 
committees have been set up. 
The 


county agent has become more of an 
executive officer—a 
general 
chair- 


man or managing director—or what- 
ever you choose to call him. Among 
the groups assisting the county agent 
in the new deal are the county agri- 
cultural committee, the cotton, corn 
and hog community and county com- 
mittees, cooperative marketing asso- 
ciations, farm 
improvement 
clubs, 


farmers' organizations, 4-H club spon- 
sors, and councils, as well as clerical 
and office assistance furnished during 
the rush periods by the CWA and the 
Agricultural Adjustment Administra- 
tion. 


Through efficient organization and 


good management nearly all county 
agents are carrying on all of the old 
or regular programs of work, as well 
as meeting all responsibilities imposed 
by reason of the "New Deal."

Human nature does

change 


through the years. It might be said 
that it does not change at all except 
as the grace of God transforms it and 
makes it better. 
I i 


Here, in contact with Jesus, ia'dur 


lesson, were certain pepole who riwde 
high profession of religion. They w&re 
Pharisees. 


The word has become a sort of twm 


of rebuke today, but the Pharisees 
were earnest, highminded, very sin- 
cere people in the Jewish religion of 
that time, people of strict views and 
practices, so that one might 
almost 


speak of them much as one would 
speak of church members today. 


Yet, here were these religious people 


in contact, if they had but known it, 
with the greatest tacher and the pur- 
est and noblest man of all agos, and 
all that they were concerned about 
was to entangle him in his talk. 


Jesus was not easily entangled, Men 


of greatness and goodness often show 
remarkable clarity and soundness of 
judgment. Jesus was a man of su- 
preme wisdom, as he was a man of su- 
preme goodness. 


One of the vexed questions in a 


country subject to a foreign yoke was 
the attitude toward that foreign pow- 
er. Should they pay tribute or-not? 


The Pharisees knew that it was an 


entagling question among Jewish pa- 
triots and so they took occasion of it 
to catch Jesus. 


How aptly Jesus replied 
to them. 


He called for a coin which bore the 
image of Caesar and, asking whose 
image and superscription it was, he 
received the only answer that they 
could give, "Caesar's." 


It was then that he spoke those 


memorable words, "Remember there- 
fore unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar's; and unto God the things 
that are God's." 


He effectually silenced the Phari- 


sees, but the words have a far deeper 
significance than either the Pharisees 
or the world have given them. Thy'e 
have been taken often to imply that 
Jesus was teaching the separation of 
Church and State, that wo have some 
duties to Caesar and some duties to 
God. 


That was not his teaching at all. He 


most certainly would have denied that 
there was anything that did not belong 
to God. But he was meeting these 
Pharisees upon their own ground. 


Man's obligation to the 
state, his 


duty to his fellow men, are a part of 
his debt to God. The state might re- 
quire him to do something that he 
belieed to be wrong, and in that case 
the sincere Christian would have to 
reply, as the early disciples replied, 
"Wt ought to obey God rather than 
man." 


The- second part of our lesson en- 


forces his great truth. When a lawyer 
asked Jesus concerning the great com- 
mandment, also wishing to entangle 
him, Jesus answered witli the great 
words' concerning love to God and 
love to man as constituting the high- 
est thing in life and the deepest obli- 
gation of religion. 


The two parts of the lesson must be 


taken together. The latter gives full- 
ness to the former and offers us the 
deepest teaching of Jesus concerning 
the heart of true religion.

Herrin, Birger at Shady Rest, a "road- 
house" in Williamson county.
